An examination of the financial statement and enrollment 
figures reveals that the cost per pupil during the past year 
amounts to $1.90 a week in Embden. The average cost for the 
entire State is $1.15 a week. Since the average teacher salary 
in Embden is $549 and for the State $799, it would seem that 
other school costs in Embden are exorbitantly high when fig- 
ured on a per pupil basis. I am of the opinion that this situa- 
tion could be remedied somewhat if the townspeople would 
adopt school policies being effectively carried out in many 
other communities,

Report of Public Health N ursing 


EMBDEN 


“Adequate provision to assure satisfactory growth and de- 
velopment and protection of the health of children is a public 
responsibility warranting special consideration and emphasis 
in any program directed toward the better health of the peo- 
ple as a whole. Upon what is done to assure physical and 
mental health during maternity, infancy, childhood, and youth 
depends the vigor and health of the adult population.” 


The above quotation is taken from the report of a confer- 
ence on “Children in a Democracy” held in Washington last 
spring at which leaders in many fields of child care discussed 
the problems of youth and ways to solve these problems. 


Public health is concerned with securing and maintaining 
better health for all members of the community. Recognizing 
that whatever is done to assure physical and mental health 
during maternity, infancy, childhood, and youth wil! affect the 
health of the adult population, we have, as in the past, placed 
most emphasis on the work with the pregnant. mother, the in- 
fant, and the preschool child. 


During the past year 5 prenatals have been admitted and 
11 visits have been made to them, in an effort to have them 
under physician’s care and help them to follow instructions. 


A Well Child Conference was held in August which was 
attended by 7 infants and preschools. At this conference, spon- 
sored by the Farm Bureau, the children were examined by Dr. 
Hutchins, N. N. Portland, in the absence of Dr. Marston. The 
‘committee gave invaluable assistance by planning for trans- 
portation, plans for rooms, and at the conference at the home 
of Mrs. Harry Dickey. Follow-up work has been done in the 
homes to assist the mothers in carrying out the instructions 
received at the clinic. As a result of the conference 2 children 
were admitted to the Crippled Children’s Service. 
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Schools were visited in the spring with Dr. Marston who 
gave vaccinations to 13 children and examined throats for 
7 Point program. Through the assistance of the School Com- 
mittee and the Superintendent, there have been 2 tonsilec- 
tomies and a medical inspection for a child with question of 
poor vision. Funds for this work were raised by the town for 
needy children. 


Arrangements were made for one crippled child to attend 
two of the clinics in Waterville. 


Worked with Social Worker in one family where children 
are dirty and have poor care.

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Report of Public Health Nursing 


EMBDEN 


~ 


“The health of the child is the strength of the nation” could be 
a good slogan for Public Health Nurses. Whatever is done to im- 
prove physical and mental health during the prenatal, infancy, 
\childhood and youth periods will help secure better health for the 
community. For this reason we stress particularly work with the 
pregnant mother, the infant and the preschool child in our program. 
Therefore, we try to contact expectant mothers reported to us as 
early as possible. Some are reported by physicians, some by neigh- 
bors, relatives or friends. When a physician reports these cases we 
visit them to help them carry out his instructions. Those not. re- 
ported by physicians are seen to advise them to secure early care 
and to help them with their plans. Only two visits are made to 
those without medical care. If, on the third visit, it is found that 
a physician has not been engaged then visits are discontinued. 


Visits are usually made monthly to the town clerk to secure a 
list of the new babies which have been recorded. Infant mortality 
is greatest during the first month so we try to contact these infants 
as early as possible. We plan to visit infants and preschools regu- 
larly in an effort to keep them under medical supervision and io 
discuss immunization against smallpox and diphtheria. 


School visits are made to help the teachers with their health 
problems, check on doubtful hearing and visions, visijt’ homes where 
corrections are needed, encourage hot luaches especially during the 
winter months and to carry out a general immunization program. 
In towns whiere school work is done the school superintendent. is 
visited during the summer or early in the school year, to learn his 
plans, for the year. We are also working on plans for group meet- 
ings of teachers and nurses in the various districts for exchange of 
ideas. 


Selectmen are visited frequently to discuss problems. 


Besides the work mentioned above, children have been referred 
to the Chippled Children’s Services. The state physiotherapist has 
visited homes ‘to give exercises where needed. These children have 
also been followed to see if inistructions have been followed, to learn 
why some have not attended clinic and to help parents with plans 
for operation, \ 
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The Farm Bureau served as a committee to sponsor a Child 
Health Conference in September. They gave invaluable assistance at 
the conference which was attended by ten infants and preschool chil- 
dren. A doctor examined the children and Miss Phair, Home Demon- 
stration Agent, discussed nutrition with the mothers. It had been 
hoped to have a dentist there, too. This was not possible as the 
clinic had to be postponed in June. Diphtheria toxoid was given to 
two children. 


It is hoped that plans may be made later to hold a dental clinic. 
Hearing tests by the audiometer will be given in January. It is also 


hoped to give tuberculin tests in the schools after which arrange- 
ments will be made to x-ray reactors.

The above table reveals the continuing decrease in elementary 
school membership, This decrease makes it necessary to close 
schools wherever satisfactory conveyance can be secured. Again this 
year it is felt that the question of conveyance may be our most 
serious problem. With almost complete Federal control of trans- 
portation, it is probable that it will be found necessary to consolidate

all transportation facilities wherever possible even to ‘the extent of 
disregarding town lines. In times such as these, it is ithe duty of 
every town to survey its school, transportation facilities and make 
sure that an absolute minimum of gasoline and rubber are being 
used for such purposes. 


Further, with the present critical shortage of teachers every 
community should employ teachers only where it. is absolutely neces- 
sary. To furnish a minimum amount of conveyance and to employ a 
minimum number of teachers are patriotic duties of each town. 


Attached to this report is an itemized financial summary of 
school costs. In order to secure and retain teachers and necessary 
conveyance for the coming year, it seems necessary; to ask for a 
larger appropriation for the support. of schools this year than last. 

May I extend to both the school committee and citizens my ap- 
preciation of their continued interest in school affairs.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


EMBDEN 1943 


This year more than ever personal health is a matter of vita! 
importance with the scarcity of physicians already being felt and 
the great probability of a larger number of nurses being called into 
service within the next few months, the health of the family and. 
the community must receive most careful consideration. 


It has been proved by the many selective service rejections how 
far we have fallen below optimal health standards in the past. Wa 
must continue to exert ourselves to insure that the coming genera- 
tion will be better fitted ito cope with whatever emergencies arise. 
Every time defective teeth have been repaired infected tonsils 
have been removed; a crippling condition in a child has been cor- 
rected; or a family has improved the nutritional standards a step 
has been taken in the right direction. 


One of the methods of finding such defects. in these days of 
doctor shortages, has been through the Child Health Conferences. 
Here children are examined by a physician. Immunizations are 
offered against diphtheria, smallpox and whooping cough. One of 
these conferendes was held in your town this summeri and was at- 
tended by 17 infants and preschool children. Two children had 
diphtheria innoculations. If several conferences could be held dur- 
ing the year, children would acquire a quicker and more effective 
immunity against disease. 


Health Supervision and instructive visits have been made to 
expectant mothers, infants and preschool children, It has been 
found that during the past year most expectant mothers are seeing 
their physicians earlier, thereby receiving more adequate care than 
in the past. If these mothers could be seen by the nurse earlier in 
their pregnancy, much help could be given them. The public health 
nurse stands ready to give alll possible assistance to the family, such 
as by giving demonstrations in infant: care, in care of communicable 
diseases and by referring certain cases to corrective clinics, 


‘In the schoo] health program your nurse has endeavored to carry 
out approved policies in cooperation with the Board of Education. 
She has sought to develop relationships to coordinate school nursing 
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activities with all other health forces of school, home and cominunity, 
and to promote community health resources. Through cocperation 
with the superintendent™ and teachers, she has planned protective 
services and made available diagnostic services of the state, — 


As your public health nurse is County Civilian Service Corps 
Health and Welfare Chairman she has made an effort to have health 
and welfare chairmen appointed in each town, It is hoped that such 
chairmen will serve as a nucleous for a permanent health commit- 
tee. The aims and objectives of the committee would be to. co- 
ordinate the health work already being done in the community; to 
survey the health needs of the community; to “suggest health | pro- 
grams to meet these needs; to advise with the public health nurse 
in regard to constructive enh programs, corrective clinics and 
protective measures; and to increase the nurse’s service by saving 
her time and carrying work that could be assumed. by a health 
committee. tase

Report of Public Health N urse 


JANUARY 1 TO DECEMBER 31, 1944 
BUREAU OF HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


Each child is entitled to a right start in life, whether his par 
ents can afford it or not and he should have doctor’s care in his 
crucial pre-school, years. 

Weak bones, poor ‘teeth and eyes may be formed before a child 
is born. In an effort to prevent these conditions the Public Health 
Nurse endeavors to see) the expectant mothers as early in pregnancy 
as possible, especially those expecting their first babies, to insure 
that they have regular medical care and adequate health supervision. 

In addition to ‘home visits, the State Bureau of Health offers 
Child Health Conferences where infants and pre-school children are 
examined by a physician. At these conferences, if several are held 
during the season, immunizations against whooping cough, smallpox 
and diptheria are offered for a, small charge. Services of a dentist, 

dental hygienist and a nutritionist are sometimes available. This year 
one of these conferences was held sponsored by the Farm Bureau. One 
child was given the smallpox vaccination and plans were made for 
several children to have diptheria and whooping cough inoculations 
from their family physician. Only four attended the conference. 

In the schools, examinations by the physician, vision and hear- 
ing tests are not enough. Defects when found, must be followed up 
and corrected. Conferences with the superintendent and teachers 
aid in promoting the growth and development of the school child, 
and in planning for health protection services. Motion pictures on 
posture werg shown in school during the Spring term and assistance 
given in weighing, measuring and with vision testing during the 
Fall term. Health films have been requested for this Winter. Plans 
for another year will include audiometer tests and tuberculin skin 
tests. A project which would greatly increase the health protection 
of both the school and the family would be the development of 8 
plan for the‘control of the common cold. 

The services of the Crippled Children’s Clinic of the State Bur- 
eau of Health have been made available to children in this com- 
munity. 

The work of the nurse would be strengthened and a great deal 
of time saved for the town by the organization of a permanent 
Health Committee. With such a committee your Public Health 
Nurse could, another year, plan better health protection for your 
community.
